Charity Extended to Twenty 


Thousand Texas People, 


Over 500,000 Bales of 


Cotton Lost. 


AUSTIN, TEXAS, July 12.— Not 


leas than 20,000 hungry men, women 
and children in the flooded district of 
the state were fed by the bountiful 
baud of charity Tuesday. There may 
have been a few thousand sufferers 111 
the remote districts of the blighted 
region who did not receive their quota 
of food, but this was throngh no fault 
of the many committees who have 
active charge of the relief aud dis- 
tributing work. 


Governor Bayers, who is personally 


directing the collection of all dona- 
tions of cash aud provisions for the 
sufferers, is much gratified over the 
marked improvement in the situation, 
The worst condition of affairs its all 
of the inundated region now exists in 
Brazoria and J?ort Bend counties, and 
it will probably be several days before 
there is much improvement in the 
situation in that section. 


The governor received a letter signed 


by a number of prominent citizens of 
Rosenberg, 
in Fort Bend county, 


picturing tho terrible havoc that has 
boon wrought by tho overflow in that 
county and appealing for aid for the 
suffering people. 


A uunibor of members of the 


laturo have been urging the governor 
to call b special session of that body 
for the purpose of making an 
ap 


propriation of $100,000 or morts to be 
expended in relieving the widespread 
suffering. 
The governor is of the 


opinion that the wants of the refugees 
will be supplied without legislative 
action, aud no special session will be 
called. 


The governor says that iioiie of the 


published reports of the loss of prop- 
erty have been exaggerated. The iu 
formation which he has received leads 
to the conclusion that the cotton Ions 
in the flooded districts will aggregate 
considerable more tbau 600,000 bales. 


Tho state health department has 


been advised that all of the wells in 
the overflowed districts are full of 
stagnant, poisonous water, and unless 
relief is afforded the inhabitants in the 
way of pure water when the flood sub- 
sides, there will be an epidemic of 
sickness.

Dr. Enmler was the next speaker. 


He told how tbe Methodists right after 
the revolution

stricken days, raised $40,000 for their 
first college and said that the Illinois 
conference had more wealth today than 
ail the Methodists in the United Stutes 
had iu the colonial days. He said: 


"In a single throe years we want to 


raise 2,000,000 souls into tbe church 
and we want to raise $20,000,000. tt 
can be done. It won't be much over 
CO cents apiece. In ;I8G8 when we 
were poor we raised $0,000,000, and 
every year we raise for all purposes 
over $23,000,000. 
We want people to 


take hold of this matter and help give 
what you can. It is your duty to 
stand by your educational institutions 
as well as by your churches, and you 
must see, yon ought to see, that tbey 
are well maintained. There never was 
a great man or a great woman in this 
world who did not do something for 
somebody else.

It mean? more than 
the gathonng of information concern- 
ing it The acceptance of a report is 
not knowledge. Knowledge does not 
stop at the ears. It does not even 
begin there. 
Neitlior dons it begin, 


increase or multiply at the eyes. 
See- 


ing may be believing, bnt it is not 
knowing. The physical vision and 
the mental vision touch ouly 
the 


snrfaca of things— slide over the top of 
things—and may be blind in the very 
presence of 
the burning bushes of 


revelation. The fact that we tee a 
thing does not prove that we know it, 
and the fact that we understand the 
explanation of it does not prove that 
\ve have touched even a corner of the 
troth that fills it. 


" Understand means to stand under, 


and wo may etaud under a thing for a 
long time, aud all we know of it may 
be that it is standing over us. The 
intellect is a photographer. It takes 
pictures of the world. It covers its 
walls with them. It piles them up m 
tho corners. It bprotids them cut on 
the floor. But they are only pictures, 
after all. You do not know a mountain 
or a man because representations of 
them are hanging in front of yon. 
Ask the painted lips to Bpeak I Ask 
the painted mouth to smile I They do 
not reply. They do not know you, 
and yon do not know them. Test the 
matter by these words of Jesus. \Ve 
are told that the knowledge of the 
truth works a mighty work.

dry heat, the autoclave and antUeptici 
deteriorating*- their instruments. Pe- 
troleum, which is commonly used, does 
not destroy germs or parasites except 
when crude, and the commercial oil 1» 
refined and deodorized.

voted hia attention to the disinfection 
of barbers' implements, tried vapor oJ 
formic aldehyde as obtained from th« 
paraformic pabtilles of commerce when 
heated over a spirit lamp. Success wa« 
complete, whether in regard! to brushes 
or other implements taJcen from a bar 
ber'e shop without preliminary cleans- 
ing. In other words, every instrument 
proved thoroughly sterile, whereas oth- 
erwibe they always yield abundant cul- 
tures when a few fragments of desqua- 
mation or hairs are taken from th* 
soiled instrument and cultivated.

AN ORDINANCE 


Regulating Itinerant Merchants. 
fie it ordained by the Oity Council of 


the City of Decatur, Illinou : 
SEO. 1. It'shall be unlawful for itin- 


erant ruorcbanta acd transient vendora 
of merchandise, either by themselves, 
clerks or agents to carry on their busi- 
Dees or occupation witbin the city of 
Decatur, without first having obtained a 
license tberefor as herein provided. 


BiC. 2. Every person, ifrm or corpo- 
ratlo|i who goes from one city or y 11 lug 
to another, stopping only a limlie 
period of time in each, for the purpose 
of Boiling goods, wares and merchandise 
•hall be held and deemed to be an itin 
erant merchant or transient ..vendor o 
merchandise. 


Sic. 3. iJTery such person, firm o 


CBiporation shall, before engaging in an} 
way in the business of itinerant mer 
chant or transient vendor of merchac 
di»e within this city, obtain a licene 
therefor, under a penalty of not less than 
tidy dollars nor more than two hundrec 
dollar! for each offense; every day o 
part of a day any such person, firm o 
corporation shall engage in said buii 
ness without a license, shall be deemed 
a separate offense. 


SEC. 
i. 
Kvery person, firm or corpo 


ration who is desirous of carrying on th 
bminees of itinerant merchant or tran 
slent vendor of merchandise, as herein 
provided, within this city, shall obtain u 
licence therefor from the city clerk 
countersigned by tbe mayor, upon pay 
meat to said clerk of the sum of two 
hundred dollars for a month's licence 
and no license for a less period than one 
month shall be granted. 


SEC. 5. Any itinerant merchant or 
transient vendor of merchandise, wish 
ing to set up, maintain or carry on any 
such temporary business shall make a 
written application therefor to the city 
clerk, stating the nature and amount ol 
such stock or lot of goods, wares or 
merchandise, the place to be occupied 
by him, the time he wishes to continue 
such place of business and the nan • of 
the places in which he has done busi- 
ness of like character within the last 
year prior to euch application, which ap- 
plication shall be signed by the applicant 
and iworn to befort the city clerk. 


Sec. 8. At the end of each month, af- 


ter inch, license h»a been issued, it may 
b« tgain renewed upon the payment to 
the city clerk of a like sum as herein 
provided.

SBC. 8. Any clers, agent or employee 


of any itinerant merchant or transient 
ve*dor of merchandise, who shall offer 
for sale or sell, r«r of tbe goods, wares 
or merchandise of said merchant or 
vendor, when such merchant or vancor 
has not obtained a license in conformity 
with this ordinance, shall be subject to 
the same fine BB in section three (3) of 
this ordinance.
